OBTAINED VALUABLE TIPS 
CONCERNING CONCESSIONS 


These Were Used by Hostetter for. His 
Own Benefit or Given to Friends— 
Letters of Complaint Resulted in 
Exposure. 


A seneme whose evident purpose was to 
gupply World's Fair concessionaires, either 
actual or prospective, and to work any 
“graft’ possible with valuable advance 
information as to plans for exhibits 
and concessions was nipped Wednesday, 
after being in operation for two months or 
‘more, by the arrest of Frank C. Hostetter, 
superintendent of the World’s Fair post- 
Office station, 

Hostetter is charged in 
which he was arrested with opening, de- 
taining amd embezzling mail matter, let- 
ters and packages, for a period of more 
than two months. 

He was taken before United States Com- 
missioner Babbitt, waived a preliminary 
hearing, made a full confession and was 
admitted to $200 bonds to await action 
by the next Federal grandjury. 

‘The smallness of the bond required is 
accounted for by the fact that he is not 
charged with taking any, money or other 

les of value from “the letters and 
packages which he opened. 

His purpose, according to the officers and 
his confession, was merely to secure inside 
information as to concessions, exhibits, etc., 
@ekigned for the World’s Fair, and to either 
use euch information himself or to give it 
as tins to certain friends who were in- 
terested. 

Water, for self-protection, he began to 
open letters in the expectation of finding 
complaints about the disappearance of mail 
matter which he had destroyed. These 
complaints were from World's Fair officials 
and the writers of letters to them 

His irregularities were discovered when 
letters of complaint were sent direct to the 


ostmaster, without passing through the 

Vorif’s Fair station. The matter was 
Placed in the hands of the postoffice in- 
spector, and Hostetter’s arrest was or- 
dered after a short investigation. 

Hostetter has been in the postoffice ser- 
vice for 23 vears. He was always regarded 
nek a most efficient man, and belief in his 
efficiency and honesty led to his appoint- 
ment as superintendent of the World's ; Fair 
gtation when it was established a year ago. 
He lives at 4306 Page boulevard. 

World's Fair offictals, when they learned 
of Hostetter’s arrest, expressed surprise, 
saying no official complaint had been made 
against him. as there was not, so far as 
they knew, any interference with World's 


Fair mail.

The cell is the 
second one from that occupied by Collins, 
bill Rudolph’s pal, who is sentenced to 
hang on March 11. 

Collins expressed himself Wednesday 
morning as being happy at the prospect 
of seeing Rudolph again. 

A “steel feather’ will be inserted in the 
lock of Rudolph's cell to prevent his eg- 
cape. This instrument of security per- 
mits of a second lock being put through the 
first.

this morning, was immediately afrested by 
Sheriff Thomas B. Bruch of Franklin 
County, Missouri, and Pinkerton detectives 
and left in their custody for Kansas City. 

The party left Kansas City at 10:10 and 
will reach St. Louis at 6 o'clock Wednes- 
day evening. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
Gov. Bailey finally decided to commute the 
sentence of Rudolph for the Louisburg de- 
pot safe robbery to the period of time al- 
ready served, and granted the application 
of Gov. Dockery for’his return to Missouri. 

After the. formality of Rudolph's release 
from prison, he was taken under guard to 
the outer doors of the penitentiary, where 
he was immediately rearrested under the 
warrants sworn out in Franklin County, 
charging him with the murder of Schu- 
macher. He was at once .handcuffed and 
every precaution was taken against any 
display of his well-known recklessness. No 
chances were given him to try to escape. 

Before Rudolph left the penitentiary War- 
den Jewett urged him to tell his motive in 
attempting to escape at the table Monday 
evening. when he-attacked an attendant, 
but the prisoner refused to talk except to 
say that not one of the other convicts. was 
assisting him. The party arrived at Kansas 
City shortly after 9 o’clock and left for 
the east soon after. 


Special Car to 
Avoid Legal Move. 


he Missouri officials took Rudolph to 
Kansas City on a special electric car from 
Lansing. fearing that if they waited for a 


trxin Rudolph’s attorney might come and 
institute habeas corpus proceedings to pre- 
vent the prisoner being taken out of Kan- 
Sas. 

The special electric car was at the outer 
prison gate at 8 o'clock. Rudolph did not 
know what was to oe until told to 
put on his citizen's clothing and go to the 
deputy warden’ s office. 

There he was told that his sentence of 
five to ten \years had been commuted by 
the governegr, and that he was to be re- 
leased—at 8 o'clock. 

Rudolph smiled. At that moment Sheriff 
Meyers of Leavenworth County stepped up 
and said: “I have a warrant for you. 

2udolph smiled again, and continued to do 
ea, while the sheriff was reading the war- 
rant. 

The Leavenworth County sheriff then 
enlled for Sherif® Bruch, who tame forward 
and niaced irons upon the prisoner. Ru- 
dolph bade the officials of the pilson good- 
by, walked down the steps and to the elec- 
trie ear, an officer holding him by each 


“Rudolph admitted his identity to news- 
paper men at Kansas City and dropped 
ihe name of Charles Gorney, under which 
he was sentenced for burglary to the 
Kansas penttentiary. , 

Rudolph laughs heartily when he talks. 
In a conversation in the stateroom of the 
car. James L. Dawson, city jailer at 8t. 
Louis, told Rudolph that one of the guards 
at the city jail in St. Louls had been ar- 
rested on suspicion of having helped Col- 
lire, Rudolph’'s partner in crime, to attempt 
an escape. Rudolph was much Interested. 
He had dropred his mask. 

“Which one?" he asked. He seethed much 
disappointed that he could not recognize 
the guard from the description.

Merchants Give Testimony for State 
Against Application for a 
Change of Venue. 


SIXTY : WILL TAKE STAND 


Everybody Late at Early Session of 
Court’ Except - Judge’ and 
State Attorneys. 


When Judge Taylor's court was called to 
order at’ 8 o'clock "Wednesday morning to 
resume the hearing of Charles Kratz s mo- 
tion for a change of venue for his trial on a 
charge of bribery ‘in connection with the 
Suburban franchise bill, the judge,’the de- 
fendant, the court clerk and bailiff and Cir- 
cult Attorney Folk and, his assistant. C. 
Orrick Bishop, were the only. persons pres- 
ent 

Kratz's counsel were not on, hand 
was any of the witnesses. and the benches 
were entirely ‘void. of, spectators. 

Kratz’s attorneys came. in a. few' minutes 
later, and the-time from 8 to 9 o’clock was 
consumed. in offering exhibits. Qne exhibit 
was Mayor Wells’ message of Sept. 17, 1902, 
asking for a*fund of $15,000 for the. prose- 
cution of boodlers. The defense asked that 
this be admitted as evidence showing 
prejudice against the defendant. Mr. Folk 
objected, and Judge Taylor sustained the 
objection, saying the activity of the mayor 
did not operate against the interests of the 
defendant any more than if the fund asked 
had been for the purpose of? prosecuting 
pickpockets. 

Next the defense Offered varions newspa- 
per cartoons -as evidence. The court ex- 
cluded most of them which bore no resem- 
blance to Kratz's features. but. admitted 
those which. did. . One: cartoon which: the 
defense urged especially showed “‘Justice’’ 
blindfolded. and the line. under it. was: 
“Judge Gantt says there are no boodlers 
in Missouri."" The court reiecte2 ihis. how- 
ever, holding that it did not necessarily 
create prejudice im Kratz’s case, although 
it might anger..Judge Gantt !f the case 
went fore him for review. 

Various newspaper articles, including. ed- 
itorials, , parearap S and news-items, were 
submitted. and some of them were accepted 
as evidence. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the examination of 
witnesses commenced.

He Will Gontend That McCann Is a 
Criminal and Fugitive 
From Justice. 


NATURE OF CRIME A SECRET 


Englishmen Refuse to Help Barring- 
ton Because of His Secrecy as 
to His Past Life. 


Rev. H. C. St. Clair, rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church at Franklin and Chan- 
ning avenues, Wednesday morning gave to 
the Post-Dispatch the first statement of 
the line of defense that will be pursued by 
“Lord’ F. Seymour Barrington in his trial 
at Clayton for the murder of James P. 
McCann. 

Mr. St. Clair says the purpose of the 
fund which he sought to collect for the 
defense of Barrington, and which so far 
amounts to but §21, was to be used for 
the purpose of bringing witnesses from Chi- 
cago to testify that Mc€ann was a fugi- 
tive from justice in;several states as the 
result of ‘shady’ transactions, whose 
nature Mr. St. Clair refused to reveal. 

The contention of Barrington is that the 
body found in the Bonfils quarry has not 
been proved to be that of McCann. 

Mr. St. Clair says he further claims that 
he and McCann had been engaged together 
in more recent transactions of a similar 
nature; that they were engaged on such 
a mission on the night when it is alleged 
that the murder was committed, and that 
McCann accepted the opportunity to dis- 
appear. 

The rector, who is an Englishman, un- 
doubtedly has the closest confidence in 
Barrington,.as he has been his spiritual 
advisor and attendant during Barrington’'s 
incarceration, and at the time of the pris- 
oner’s illnéss administered the last sacra- 
ment of the Episcopal church. 

He says he has met with many refusals 
among the Englishmen from whom he has 
solicited subscriptions to the Barrington de- 
fense fund. The refusala, he\says. are 
based, not on a belief that Barrington is 
guilty of the murder of McCann, but on his 
refusal to clear up the mystery of his past 
life. On+this subject Barrington will say 
nothing that can be substantiated, and his 
fellow countrymen declare that.unti] he 
makes a statement removing the cloud 
from his past life, they do not feel justified 
in coming to his assistance.

BARRINGTON TRIAL 
_ STARTS TOMORROW. 


The first witness im the trial of ‘Lord’ 
F. Seymour Barrington, charged with the 
murder of James P. McCann, at Bonfils 
Station, June 18, 1903, will be heard Thure- 
day morning, after Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson has outlined the cage for the state. 

Forty qualified jurors were selected Tues- 
day to try the cage, from 51 of the 100 
talesmen examined. After the selection of 
the qualified panel, Barrington’s attorneys 
asked for the full 24 hours to which they 
are entitled to challenge 20 of those ac- 
cepted. The state has the right to strire 
eight names from the list, the remaining 12 
to try the case. 

Of the 11 jurors challenged for cause 
during the first examination, several were 
opposed to capital punishment, while oth- 
ers had formed opinions. Barrington 
praised the appearance of the men sum- 
moned. :

FREE PASSENGERS 
TAKE ALL RISKS 


United States Supreme Oourt Holds 
Heirs of Attorney Riding on Pass 
Can’t Recover for His Death. 


NO-LIABILITY CONTRACT GOOD 


District and Circuit Courts’ Opinions, 
Awarding the Plaintiffs $14,000, 
Are Thus Reversed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The question as 
to whether a passenger on a railroad train, 
riding on a free pass, who loses his life on 
account of an act of carelessness on the 
part of the railroad company stands on 
the same rooting as that passenger who 

ys his fare, has been decided by the 

Tnited States Supreme Court against the 
free passenger. 

The case in which the opinion was ren- 
dered was that of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Co. vs. Louise H. Adams and 
Frank H. Adams, heirs of Jay H. Adams, 
an attorney of Spokane, Wash. 

Mr. Adams was riding on a pass which 
contained a stipulation exempting the rall- 
road company from liability in case of 
accident. The federal circuit court for the 
District of Washington awarded damages 
to the extent of $14,000 and the circuit court 
of appeals for the ninth circuit affirmed 
this judgment. 

The opinion of the supreme court was 
handed down by Justice Brewer, and re- 
versed the lower courts. The supreme 
court held that there could be no higher 
measure of duty to the heirs than to 
Adams himself, and that there is nothing 
in public policy to prevent a contract bé- 
tween a common carrier and a free pass- 
enger exempting the carrier from lability 
in case of accident. 

The company, it said, waived the right 
to exact compensation from Adams. He 
was not in the power of the company and 
obliged to accept its terms. He freely and 
voluntarily chose to accept the privilege of 
the road and, having accepted that privi- 
lege, the court said, his heirs could not re- 
pudiate its conditions.

RUSSIA TO FINISH 
BUILOING AT FAI 


Withdrawal of Merchants as Exhibi- 
tors Does Not Affect Plans 
of Government. 


WILL SPEND OVER $100,000 


War With Japan Caused Funds to Be 
Diverted From Exhibits to 
Relief Work. 


Russia will be officially ~epresented at 
the World’s Fair, in spite of the war with 
Japan and of the decision of Russian mer- 
chants and manufacturers to withdraw 
and devote their exhibit money to Red 
Cross purposes, 

Alfred Gutber, architect who designed the 
Russian pavilion, received a cablegram 
Tuesday afternoon from the Czars repre- 
sentatives ordering him to take charge of 
the work and push construction as rapidly 
as possible. The contract for the work 
has already been let, and excavation was 


completed a week ago. 

Delay in the receipt of lumber caused 
a cessation of the work, but it will now be 
rapidly pushed, and it is expected that 
it will be ready before the date of the 
opening of the r. 

The Russian building will represent an 
expenditure of $108,000 to $150,000. The orig- 
inal plans were for Russian exhibitors to 
expend almost half a million dollars in 
showing their wares. 

It is expected that representatives of 
the Russian government will reach St. 
Louis with'n a few weeks to take charge 
of the pavilion. 


MILE AND A HALF OF

,  in-the Case of Livery Drivers’ 
‘e Strike in St. Louis. 


COURT CAN TRY THE CASE 


The Court Explains How Steps May 
Be Taken to Cause Issue of 
Writ of Prohibition. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispa’ch. 

JPFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. “#.—The 
(Missouri supreme court in banc, in an opin- 
ion by Judge Fox, todmy refused to issue 
the writ in prohibition against Circuit 
Judge O'Neil Ryan of St. Louis in the liv- 
erymen and undertakers’ strike contro- 
versy in that city, on the ground that the 
circuit court did not issue a certificate re- 
quiring the strikers to appear before the 
state board of mediation and arbitration 
and answer such questions as the board 
might ask concerning the strike, and the 
threat of the state board that it would pro- 
ceed for the strikers with an attachment. 
The fact that it had made application to 
the circuit court for an attachment does 
not warrant the supreme court in taking 
cognizance of the case, unless such attach- 
ments had been issued by the circuit court 
and server upon the parties. Continuing, 
the opinion of the court says: 

‘There is no cause pending before Judge 
Ryan which would authorize this court to 
issue its writ to prohibit him from trying 
it. If, after the filing of this cme a 
citatiormis issued and served, then, upon due 
notice, a supplemental petition might be 
filed, but, as the cause is now presented, 
our consideration is confined to the petition, 
a Which the preliminary rule was is- 
sucd.”’ 

Concluding, the opinion says that it ap- 
pears from the petition in this case that 
the circuit court has not acquired jurisdic- 
tion over the persons of these relators, and 
that the suggestion of the attorney-general 
that this application for prohibition was 
prematurely made, is sustained and the 
preliminary rule heretofore passed is 
quashed.

He stated that he was a member of the 
Southwestern Business Men's Association, 
and that Kratz’s name had been objected 
to on the ground of the boodle accusations 
when prpesss for membership two years 
ago. He could not name any one on cross- 
examination who had objected to Kratz 
as a member, or who had expressed belief 
in his guilt. 

Charles Clutis of 2111 Oherokee street 
said he had heard many men say that 
Kratz was guilty and should be convicted. 
He told of a friénd who had discharged an 
employe as the result of an argument on 
this point. 

When asked his opinion as to Kratz’s 
— the witness said that he judged from 
-= newspaper articles that Kratz was 
gulity. 

Hy Feuerborn, a toy dealer of 919 North 
Broadway, testified that he had_ heard 
much unfavorable comment on Kratz’s 
connection with the bribery cases, and none 
in his favor.. He repeated the story of the 
defeat of Kratz’s name for membership in 
the Business Men's Association in 1902 be- 
cause of the boodle disclosures. 

On cross-examination the witness stated 
that he had heard men declare that Kratz 
was guilty, and had often heard the same 
opinion expressed in saloons and other pub- 


+ Chas. P. Johnson was the next 
witness for the defensive. On direct ex- 
amination he stated that he had heard 
much unfavorable discussion of Kratz. 


Was Attorney for 
Edward Butler. 


In reply to questions by Mr. Folk he said 
he had been attorney for Phil Stock, Chas.

He said, in reply to Mr. Folk, that Her- 
man Deters had stated on one occasion 
recently that Kratz would not have run 
away if he had not been guilty. 

Hienry Well, a salesman of the Colum- 
bia Distilling Co. testified that he had 
heard hundreds of men say that Kratz 
was guilty and “ought to be sent up.” 
He had also heard men say that Kratz 
would not get a fair trial in St. Louis. 

Thomas Whitelaw of 4612 North 
Twentieth street, the next witness for the 
defense, stated that he had heard expres- 
sions of belief in the innocence and the 
guilt of Kratz from many men. 

Cc. G. Penney, a druggist of 2100 Market 
street, testified that as far as he knew the 
pervalent opinion seemed to be that Kratz 
was guilty or he would not have run away. 

Fred H. Smith of Clifton Heights, a job 
printer, testified that there was not as 
much discussion of the Kratz case at pres- 
ent as there had been at the time of the 
expose, but that it was unfavorable to 
Kratz.

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AN ASTONISHING DISCRIMINATION. 

In an interview with Water Commissioner Adkins, the Post- 
Dispatch brought out a very interesting, not to say astonish- 
ing, point with regard to the proposed new schedule of water 
rates. The schedule proposed @ graded scale of rates for man- 
ufaeturers, reducing the average and raising the flat rate for 
residences.one dollar. 

The manufacturer’s rate decreases in proportion to the 
amount used, the reduction reaching, at the highest limit of 
50,000,000 gallons, 50 per cent. According to Mr. Adkins, 
there are only three manufacturing establishments which use 
50,000,000" gallons of water and over annually—the Amheuser- 
Busch Brewing Co., the Lemp Brewing Co. and the Helmbacker- 
Ford rolling mill. The cost of water to these three establish- 
ments will be reduced, under the new schedule, from $71,600 a 
year to $35,800. It is understood that about $16,000 of this 
saving will fall to the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co., in whose 
annual product water is the principal ingredient. 

The Post-Dispatch believes in a substantial reduction of ‘the 
cost of water to the manufacturers, in order that the manu- 
facturers of St. Louis may be put on the same plane with 
the manufacturers of other cities, but we cannot see the justice 
of giving the largest reduction to the wealthy breweries, which 
use Water as the principal ingredient of their product and re- 
sell it. Is there any reason why the meter rate should be 
graded? why it should not be practically the same for the 
email manufacturer as for the large manufacturer? Cer- 
tainiy the cost of water should not be increased to the people 
of moderate means in order to give a tremendous reduction to 
breweries and other wealthy consumers. 


The expulsion of the Jews from towns along the line of the 
Siberian railway will not raise Russia in the estimation of 
the world. If it is feared that they will carry on treasonable 
correspondence everybody except Russians will wonder what 
right the Czar’s government has to expect loyalty from those 
of his subjects who have been harried and hounded.

ABOLITION OF RUSSIAN CENSORSHIP, 


The abolition of the news censorship by the Czar is a step 
in progress, if it really abolishes. 

Russia has been as a sealed book to the outside world, events 
transpiring in the empire being carefully concealed. What 
has been obtained by alert and enterprising correspondents is 
necessarily fragmentary and one-sided. We have never had 
the complete facts about any transaction in the Czar’s do- 
minions. And the Czar and his counselors have themselves to 
blame if the public opinion of the world, based upon this par- 
tial infermation, has not been complimentary to Russian 
methods and policies. 

With the channels of news open and free from obstruction 
the materials for an intelligent judgment will be at hand. The 
world has long wished to know the truth about Russia, and 
patriotic Russians may be assured that the capital benefit of 
uncensored news will accrue mainly to them and their country.

Then make each child draw a deep 
breath from the diaphragm rather than the 
chest, and repeat for a dozen or so times.

Brolaski, Flynn and Pattison were sum- 
moned to ap r before the grandjury at 
10 ig aes - gl were in car Sire Ones 
on time, but the ury Was in no hu 

them, kg as bg A was bus with 
other business, the three hand men 
wait eee for their turn. They 
voic eir objections to delay in language 
that sometimes approached the lurid; but 
still they waited. 

As shown in the Post-Dispatch, the hand- 
book, which is operated in connection with 
Pattison's saloon, is running ‘“‘wide open” 
to all intents and. purposes, 

There is: no concéalment of its presence 
from any rson wn to be a regular or 
occasional ‘“‘sport,’’ and wagers are taken 
there on horses runni at any of the three 
winter tracks. The bets are paid off there, 
although no odds are agg and settlement 
is on the basis of: the ne odds, as 
published in a sporting journal. 

Police Commissioner Andrew Blong is one 
of the frequent visiters' to the place, and 
has made several bets there. The “game’’ 
is patronized chiefly by clerks in the down” 
town offic buildings, who have not the 
time to spend an entire afternoon at the 
syndicate'’s main office, the Madison pool- 
roo 


m. 

The profits.of th handbook are enormous, 
as the percentage against wm ‘better is 
even greater than at a race track or in 
a poolroom, where bets are paid off on the 
basis of the odds prevailing at the time 


.the bet is made. 


The police have taken no steps to close 
up the handbook, or interfere -with it in 
any way. The fact that the grandjury has 
called Brolaski, Flynn and Pattison before 
it is taken as an indication that a thorough 
investigation is to be made, and perhaps 
the source of “protection’’. for the place 
officially revealed. 

Attorney John Gernez, who has on pre- 
vious occasions pleaded the confidential 
nature of his knowledge as to gambling in 
St. Louis, saying it was given him 
clients, was also summoned as a grandjury 
witness.

GIRL’S PHOTO OVER HIS HEART 


Telegram in Hungarian Read, “You 
Intercede With Bobulat. No An- 
swer and I Will End My Life.” 


If the telegraph operator at’ Union Sta- 
tion had been able to read Hungarian, he 
might have saved the life of Simon Szeke- 
ly, aged 29, of 2626 Olive street, who shot 
himself in the main waiting room of the 
station Tuesday night and died before as- 


sistance reached him. 
Barly Tuesday morning, long before day- 
light, Szekely sent from Union Station 


a telegram reading: 
“Ss Neumann, 616 Congress street, Pitts- 


burg, Pa.—Reggel koran keressefel Bobulat 
mindent jovatescek mentsch meg eletemet. 
Szekely, Union Station.” 

The operator took the message, waited 
for Szekely ‘to offer an explanation, but 4s 
none was forthcoming, sent it without 
comment. 

During the day Szekely was frequently at 
the telegraph office, asking if a message 
had been received. The- reply was ‘no. 

Not once did the operators suspect that 
the message indicated the. grim tragedy 
that was to happen in the waiting room, 
and no consolation was offered Szekely, 
nor was any warning given the officers 
about the station. 

Not until the man was dead, was a 
translation of the.fatal message secured. 
Freely translated, it reads: 

“You intercede with Bobulat (a peopes 
name). No answer, and I will end my life 
tonight.” 

When Szekely asked for the answer that 
had not arrived at 9 o’clock Tuesday night, 
he did not seem more downcast than dur- 
ing the day, but he walked rapidly to an 
unoccupied corner of the waiting room and 
fired the shot that proved instantly fatal. 

From fellow boarders at 2626 Olive street, 
it is learned that he had been in St. Louis 
for about three weeks, working as an 
architect for Director of Fair Works Isaac 
Taylor. A few days ago work gave out. 

He told little of his career, except that 
he had left Pitsburg from other causes 
than his own free will. 

In a pocket over his heart was found the 
picture of a young woman, taken in Paris, 
-where Szekely is known to have worked 
some four years ago. 

Whether this woman is now in Pittsburg 
and the message referred to her, or whether 
it was a different matter, Szekely’s closest 
acquaintances in St. Louis are at a loss 
to state, 

He was 29 years old. The body ia at the 
morgue awaiting responses sent to Pitts- 
burg addresses.
